It's  a process 
of  adjusting  and  adapting  the  educational  principles  and  practices  of  40  years 
of  Extension  experience  with  rural  youth.  The  coaches  who  give  counsel  and 
encouragement  are  former  associates  of  ours  who  have  given  up  their  homes  and 
security  here  in  the  United  States  for  the  privilege  of  larger  service.  They 
live  each  day  the  exemplification  of  the  Heart  H. 

We  refer  to  a couple  dozen  former  4-H  leaders  who  are  now  serving  as  youth  ad-^ 
visors  v/ith  country  missions  of  the  International  Cooperation  Administration 
overseas.  We  saw  some  of  them  in  action  in  the  Far  East  recently.  They  asked 
to  be  remembered  to  all  their  friends  back  home.  You  would  be  thrilled,  as  we 
are,  at  the  progress  toward  peace  and  stability  which  they  are  helping  to  in- 
stigate. You  would  rejoice  also  over  the  recently  improved  attitude  toward 
America  and  toward  democratic  ways  in  Far  East  countries.

There  are  many  variants,  shapes  and  sizes.  Adjustment  and  adaptability  must 
be  the  by-words  to  progress.  Empathy  and  imagination  are  the  keys  that  un- 
lock the  talents  and  energies  of  rural  youth,  their  leaders  and  their  parents. 
But  a genuine  desire  to  implement  the  Golden  Rule  is  the  quality  which  spurs 
these  "Latter  Day  Samaritans"  when  the  going  is  really  slow  and  tough.  We 
Salute  their  efforts  and  pay  tribute  to  the  torch  they  are  holding  high  in  a 
weary  world.

Plans  for  4-H  Week  were  made  jointly  by  the  National  Committee  on  Boys  and  Girls 
Club  Work  and  the  4-H  Division  of  FES.  The  FES  Information  Staff  assisted  with 
publicity  activities.

SALK  VACCINE  AVAILABLE  FOR  ALL  UNDER  40 

A Nation-wide  campaign  is  being  launched  this  spring  to  urge  everyone  belov; 
the  age  of  40  to  be  vaccinated  against  paralytic  polio.  Too  few  teenagers  and 
adults  under  40  have  been  vaccinated.  Salk  vaccine  protects  against  paralytic 
polio  but  evidence  shov/s  th^^t  it  does  not  prevent  the  existence  of  virus  in 
the  community.  "Your  neighbor's  vaccination  does  not  protect  you,"  according 
to  Dr.  Salk. 

Anything  which  you  can  do  to  interest  4-H  teenagers  and  young  adults,  is 
strongly  urged.  A letter  from  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis, 
Inco,  concerning  the  program  is  being  sent  to  the  States. 
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SCHOOL  MILK  PROGRAM  CAN  AID  4-H  CLUB  CAMPS 

4-H  Club  Camps  are  eligible  to  receive  reimbursement  for  additional  milk  con- 
sumed at  4-H  Club  camps  in  accord^^nce  with  provisions  of  Public  Law  752  (84th 
Congress).  This  is  explained  in  circular,  PA  248,  "The  Special  Milk  Program."

At  the  annual  Extension  Agents’  Conference  in  Gainesville,  the  4-H  staff  had  the 
opportunity  to  have  a half-day  feature  on  ’’Program  Projection  in  4-H  Club  Work.” 

INDIANA  - Junior  Leader  Training  Conferences 

Thirteen  district  training  conferences  are  scheduled  in  the  period  from  March  12 
through  April  4.  Three  different  teams  of  staff  members  work  simultaneously  on 
the  schedules.

High  points  from  the  questionnaire  are  that  agricultural  and  home  economics 
project  work  comparable  to  that  in  the  U.  S,  has  been  started  in  varying  de- 
grees in  about  40  countries  with  which  ICA  is  noii?  cooperating.  Greatest  head- 
way has  been  made  in  the  Far  East  and  Latin  America,  Chief  limiting  factors 
in  further  expansion  are  lack  of  adequate  extension  organization  or  lack  of 
trained  volunteer  leadership, 

"International  Rural  Youth  Programs" 

Last  October,  some  informal  discussions  were  held  by  representatives  of 
U.  S,  Government  and  private  agencies  to  consider  help  in  the  developnent  of 
agricultural  and  home  economics  work  for  boys  and  girls  in  countries  with 
which  ICA  is  cooperating.
